the rank of First Lieut. in company 
from ,~Warren county. ayor 
Separk was the democratic condi- 
date for Superintendent of Public 
Works in the campaign of 1872, and 
isa man of untiring energy. He is 
no watin or Greek scholar, but is 
thoroughly educatea in everything 
that is Christian, uaeful and good, 
His great aim and end will be to 
place the “City of Oaks’’ on a true 
democratic and honest administration 
and to redeem the lost credit and 
good name of ouronce proud city.

May 10, 1875. § . 
To the Editors of the Daily News: 
Gentlemen: — My attention has 
been called to an article in the Wil- 
mington Journal in which your pa- 
per is cited as authority for the state- 
ment that “the Convention of the 
Episcopal Cburch to be held in New- 
bern on the 19th of May will not have 
a quorum present on that day, and 
will adjourn to meet onthe 26th.” — 
As this statement, if uncontradict- 
ed, might mislead some persons, I 
feel it my duty to say that, so far as I 
can know or judge, and I am just re- 
turning from an extensive visitation 
to that part of my Diocese where 
the parishes are most numerous, and 
can therefore speak with more con- 
fidence the assertion made in the 
article is entirely erroneous, ‘There 
no reason to doubt the attendance 
of a quorum on the 19th of May, not- 
withstanding the circulation of such 
statements, and such recommenda- 
tion as are contained in the article re- 
ferred to. If any persons see fit to go 
to Newbern on the 26th of May, I 


‘would not discourage them, because 


they would have the pleasure ofa 
visit to that ancient and hospitable 
city as a compensation for their 
fatigue and expense, but if they 


inquired for the Convention, they 


would no doubt learn that it had ad- 


journed on the Saturday before.

Cardinal Manning’s Protest — The 
Burial of Joseph Mullens—Farther 
Details of the Schiller Disaster. 


LoNnpDoN, May 10.—A pastoral from 
Cardinal Manning,read in all the Ro- 
man Catholic churches in England 
yesterday, protests against the perse- 
cutions of the church in Germany 
and Switzerland, and accuses Bis- 
marck of seeking to raise the animos- 
ity of the powers against the freedom 
of | the next Conciave. 

DuBLIN, May 10.—Demoxstration 
made yesterday at the burial of J anep™ 
Mullens, an American Fenian ; the 

rocession half a mile long followed 
the remains. 

LONDON May 9.—All day long the 
details of Schiller disaster have been 
coming in. Unfortunately no more 
persons are reported to be saved. 
Bodies are constantly being picked 
up. Among the recovered are those 
of Geo. Leonhardt, Carl Schmidt, 
Mrs. Reiderer and _ child, 
Brecker, Mrs. Ridgeway and Mrs. 
Hernmine West and five men and 
five women andtwo children . alto- 

her 24 bodies bave been found. 
‘The total number of lives lost is 311. 

Mr. Poleman, secund officer of the 
Schiller, and Henry Sternand Mr. 
Frohm, first class pessengers, have 
been interviewed. From their nar- 
ratives we gather that the voyage 
was moderatly good until May 4th. 

For the last three days it was im- 
possible to take observations. The 
ship was out of her course a half mile 
at the time of the catastrophe. Capt. 
Thomas was on deck all night and 
day for four entire days. Atseven 
o’clock on the evening of the seventh 
there was a dense fog. Sails were 
taken in and engines put on half 
8 and the fogbells used. The 

ishop’s was unseen though 
enlya half mile distant. At ten 
o’clock westruck on the reef and after 
four bumps the steamer setled down. 
There was a violent sea and the tide 
was rising. The darkness was in- 
tense. ost of the male passengers 
were awake and there was the usual 
rush for boats, but nearly all the 
boats were stoved. One boat witha 
few sailors left the ship, cowardly re- 
fusing aid. Two boats were saved. 
The Captain endeavored to compel 
obedience by firing a revolver over 
their heads. During two hours six 
cannon shots were tired. when the 
powder dampened. Distress signals, 
rockets and blue-slights were unan- 
swered. At midnight the fog lifted 
in a minute, revealing the light- 
house. The waves were topping the 

decks and carrying away the victims. 
At 2 o’clock the deck house, in which 
were the women aud children, was 
sweptaway. Thecries and shrieks 
of the victims were heartrending.— 
Then followed a ghastlysilence. The 
smoke stack fell, crushing some of 
the boats and two others were car- 
ried away. Theremainder followed. 
Each succeeding wave took fresh vic- 
tims. Some persons sought refuge 
on the main mast and some on the 
fore mast. 

% At:3 o’clock the captain and two 
other officers were on the bridge. 
The Captain descended for amoment 
to render assistance and was swept 
away. Thus perished a brave man, 
says Mr. Stern. At this time about 
10 persons were clinging to the rig- 
ging of the main mast and 30 to that 
of the fore ‘mast. The ship had cas 
reered her yards, touching the water, 
and tide wasrising. At3o’clockthe 
fog lifted. The survivors shouted, 
but their cries were unavailing. At 
7 o’clock the main mast and at a 
quarter to 8 the fore mast, both of 
iron, fell. Then two ofthe Saint Ag- 
ne3’ boats came and rescued the few 
‘who had managed to keep afloat. It 
‘was reported yesterday that there 
were a hundred and three wo- 
men on board. The survivors were 
taken to-day from Persence to Plym- 
outh, whence they will be sent for- 
ward to Hamburg, where the great- 
est excitement prevails. It is as- 
serted that life saving belts were is- 
sued to women. It is certain that 
most of passengers, found none. 

Order was given that the first boat 
should take the women and children. 
This boat capsized. Poleman says 
that seven boats were launched and 
—- two lived. Others were stoved 
and swamped immediately. Cries 
for help continued until three o’clock. 

The last voice heard was that of a 
little child in the cabin. It is not 
probable the boats could have lived, 
a if they had been successfully 


The whole number saved is 44. For- 
ty bodies have been recovered. Mr. 
Diorren Smith, of Scilly Islands, 
writes to the Zimes that many of the 
additional lives were lost because the 

ns and rockets fired from the 

hiller were thought to be merel 
ordinary signals of arrival, whic 
have frequently been the cause of 
false alarms. 

Fifty corpse from the Schiller have 
come ashore or been landed at 8t. 
Marys alene. The dead are much 
mutilated. Fifty-six mail bags in- 
cluding twenty-seven from New Zea- 
land were saved from the Schiller. 
The steamer Bomwmerauca sailed 
from Plymouth during the night for 
Hamburg without taking any sur- 
vivors of the Schiller. 

The statements made 
the Schiller add nothing to the par- 
ticulars already telegraphed. All ac- 
counts agree that the panic which 
followed the striking of the ship was 
heartrending and terrible beyond de- 
scription. 

Later. 


LONDON, May 10.—The sea is too 
heavy to-day for boats to approach 
the wreck of the steamship Schiller. 
No floating salvage of any importance 
has yet been recovered. The fisber- 
men report that the Schiller is firmly 
settled on the rock, and will not fail 
off into the deep water, although it is 
difficult to approach the wreck now. 
There will be many days in the sum- 
mer when the salvage may be effect- 
ed. There was a life belt in every 
one of the Schiller’s berths when the 
disaster occurred. The Captain issued 
orders that one should be fastened to 
every woman.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Condition of the Wheat Crop. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—During 
the past week the condition of win- 
te wheat in 339 couaties has been 
rerorted to the Department of Agri- 
culture. Aboutthree hundred coun- 
ties of the valleys ofthe Ohio and 
Missouri are represented, which last 
year produced 70 million bushels of 
winter wheat or sixty percent. of the 

roduct of seven States, from Ohio to 
anes. The average in these States 
is 63 per cert., indicating only five 
eights of a full crop, if no improve- 
ment occurs. In weeny, | 75 per 
eent., Ohio 57, Michigan 62, Indiania 
66, Illinois 63, Missouri 59, Kansas 89, 
though only 32 counties in the latter 
Statearerepresented. The condition 
is better in Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and Virginia, though below an aver- 
age. A few wheat counties in New 
York make extremely unfavorable 
returns, 

The ‘proportion to be re-planted in 
other crops averages 14 per cent in 
the West or 1260.000 acresin a breadth 
of 9,000,000 aeres seeded. The largest 

roportion is 27 per cent in Missouri, 

llinois 23, Kansas and Indiana 11, 
Michigan and Ohio 10, Kentucky 4. 
Very little replanting in the Middle 
States except in New York. 
Grave Aspect of European Affair 


LONDON May 10th.—This mornings 
Telegraph in an Editoral article on 
the meeting of Emperor of Russia 
and Germany to-day says itis im- 
possible to conceal the truth; the 
continental situation wears this 
morning the very gravest aspect; 
if we were to say that the question of 
the future re of Europe may be

scarcely go beyond the facts; the ten- 
dency at this hour is decided'y pa- 
cific; other London journals likewise 
comment upon the meeting but 
the thought of war is generally dis- 
credited. Itis reported from Paris 
that the French Government posi- 
tively contradicts assertion that 
Germany has recently made repres- 
entations of hostile tendency; the 
same dispatch contains the statement 
believed to} be semi official that 
no cause of conflict exists between 
Germany and France. And _ the 
advices from all the capitols of Eu- 
= are of the same tenor that pa- 
rific ideas are everywhere in the 
ascendant. 


The Wrecked Steamer Schiller. 


LONDON, May, 10th.—Boats cruis- 
ing in vicinity of the wreck of the 
Steamship Schiller continue to pick 
up bodies drowned. When theSteam- 
er left St. Mary’s Island to-day.— 
Nearly 50 bad been found. Seven 
mail bags in addition to those re- 
a recovered have been saved.
